DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Calvin Klein and Ralph Lauren were seen boarding 
the westbound subway from the luxurious 
Georgica stop. The concierge held the doors open 
so they could board at their leisure. In North 
Haven, Jimmy Buffet was about to board the 
subway bound for Sag Harbor when a Hamptons 
Subway security officer stopped him to see if the 
parrot on his shoulder had the proper paperwork. 
When the parrot bit the security officer, however, 
he let them both through. 


FOURTH OF JULY UN-FIREWORKS 
Wednesday night, thousands of people went 
down to the subway platforms to enjoy the annual 
Fourth of July fireworks in all the tunnels. 
Instead of the flickering of the fireworks 
visible from the platforms, the loud booms and, 
afterwards, the men with their heads and hands 
bloodied and bandaged brought out from the 


tunnels on stretchers—what they got this year 
were dozens of red white and blue candles set up 
on ladders at the entrances to the tunnels, which, 
at the appropriate time, subway employees lit 
with tapers. Quite a disappointment. 

The new “celebration” was ordered by the Town 
after it was realized that the people being brought 
out on stretchers last July 4th were not actors 
performing for the crowd, but actually injured 
people. So it was a safety issue. Some people in 
the crowd said it was more like a wake than a 
celebration of Independence Day, but then in 
these times maybe that was what was appropriate. 


MUSK MOVES OUT 

For the last six months Elon Musk, the 
entrepreneur and inventor, has been running 
experimental tests here at Hamptons Subway 
on the high speed bullet trains he plans to put in 
service between San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
He bored a tunnel straight as an arrow between 
Westhampton and Manhattan, was using metals 
(which are also used in guided missiles in 
Russia—he got the patents) that can withstand 
2,000° temperatures on his test train, and, last 
Thursday, using a remote control, sent off his 


first unmanned train to emerge in Manhattan in 
nine minutes. Instead, it came up in a football 
field at a high school in Woonsocket, Ohio. 
Musk has packed up his gear here at Hamptons 
Subway and says he intends to do further testing 
between his Tesla factory in New Jersey and a 
place in France where he intends to build a factory 
for the European market someday. He seemed 
quite disappointed. 


“THE MAN WHO CANNOT BE MENTIONED BY 
NAME” CURVE | 

The new subway curve in the tunnel between 
Wainscott and Sagaponack is now in service. It 
replaces an old stretch of tunnel that didn’t need 
to curve. 

Turns out that “The Man Who Cannot Be 
Named,” (he is so rich nobody is allowed to 
mention his name, though everybody knows who 
he is) objected because part of the straightaway 
tunnel encroaches: under the edge of his 
property. The curve gets the subway around this 
encroachment so you will have to put up with it 
from now on. All of it is being paid for by “The 
Man Who Cannot Be Named” and he has declared 
it satisfactory.

BAND BUSTED FOR AUDIBILITY 

Police responded to a noise complaint at an East 
Hampton eatery on Saturday night. “We received 
good information that a band was playing at the 
restaurant and could be faintly heard from 5 
feet away,” says police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“The experts of our special anti-music task force 
responded to the scene and confirmed that the 
music was indeed audible. Our officers acted 
quickly to evacuate the restaurant patrons, arrest 
the band members and restaurant staff, and 
cordon off the premises. Emergency personnel 
were on hand to deal with any trauma experienced 


by those who had been exposed to the distinctly 
audible sounds. While we can’t be certain, we 
are cautiously optimistic that our swift response 
prevented any lasting physical, psychological 
or emotional damage.” One restaurant patron 
who agreed to describe what happened appeared 
shaken. “I was eating my last French fry, and I 
thought I heard a guitar. I thought “This can’t be 
happening, but it was. Now I can’t get that sound 
out of my head.” 


B & BIS UP IN THE AIR 

On Sunday, the Hamptons Police responded 
to complaints received from neighbors of 
Sagaponack homeowner George Dirigent. Callers 
alleged that several large blimps were floating 
above Dirigent’s property night and day, and 
complained that the aircraft had been blocking 
the sun and impeding their view of the nighttime 
sky for the entire weekend. “We responded to 
the property to investigate the allegations,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“What we found was exactly what the neighbors 
described. At first, we thought that the guy might 
be running a blimp dealership!” Upon further 


investigation, the police realized that Dirigent 
was actually housing people on the airships. “The 
guy had outfitted the gondolas, those passenger 
compartments attached to the bottom of each 
blimp, as little bedrooms, and there were people 
staying up there. In fact, when we showed up at 
around 10:30 in the morning, Dirigent was in the 
process of serving his guests breakfast by means 
of a-complicated pulley system. It was actually 
pretty cool.” According to Hirsch, Dirigent was 
apparently unaware that he was in violation of 
any laws or housing codes. “He wanted to get 
into the B & B business, but he thinks his house 
is too small,” says Hirsch. “Also, his wife is a very 
private person. So he hit upon this as a solution. 
He called it the “B & B of the Air’-—see what he did 
there?” Hirsch says that, after the police explained 
the numerous ways in which his arrangement 
violated the law, Dirigent very quickly agreed to 
remove the blimps from his airspace. “He seemed 
a little deflated, and we decided to let him go with 
a warning,” says Hirsch.

Is the Celebration on the First or Second Weekend?

t’s awkward having the Fourth of July show up 

on a Wednesday. But now, thanks to Google, 
we know what to celebrate each day from the 
weekend before through the weekend after. 
Thirteen days of fireworks, for those inclined. 
Call it Fourth of July Week. 

(Some of what follows may not be exactly 
what happened, but I tried to capture the spirit 
of the thing.) 


WEDNESDAY, JUNE 27 
William Floyd, the gentleman from Mastic 
Beach who would eventually be the signer of the 
Declaration of Independence for eastern Long 
Island, leaves his home in a horse-drawn coach 
for the three-day trip to Philadelphia. Meanwhile, 
delegates from other states have left their homes 
and are now arriving in Philadelphia early. All 
settle into inns and walk around town. For many, 
this is the first time they’ve been in Philadelphia.

THURSDAY, JUNE 28 
Thomas Jefferson, who has been taking hot baths 
every day in the Philadelphia boarding house 
where he is staying because in the bath is where 
he does his best thinking, finally settles down 
with his notes and makes a preliminary try at the 
Declaration of Independence, which he had been 
asked to write several days before. He starts “We 
Curse You, You Damned King,” and then crosses 
it out. He will be more polite. He changes it with 
a very nice introduction that begins “When in 
the course of human events....” He’s sweating 
in the extreme heat of this day, but he hopes to 
have the document done and at the Philadelphia 
State House so the Continental Congress can 
review it by the next day. At certain points during 
the day, John Adams and Ben Franklin arrive 
to make suggestions. CELEBRATE THOMAS 
JEFFERSON DAY 
FRIDAY, JUNE 29 
Thomas Jefferson, true to his word, delivers his 
Declaration to the State House in the morning 
and places it on the desk at the front of the 
hall for what then is declared to be a period of 
“letting it lie on the table” so the delegates of the 
Continental Congress can read it and take notes. 
They are asked to not say anything just yet but 
just think about it over the weekend so debate 
can begin on Monday. CELEBRATE LIE ON THE 
TABLE DAY 
FRIDAY NIGHT, JUNE 29 
Late that evening, a dozen or so future signers 
meet at the State House and have a big party 
featuring rum and speeches. There had been

talk that the Scotch in the cabinets might be 
available, but when some of the delegates learn 
where Scotch is actually made, the contents are 
poured down the toilet, the bottles are broken, 
and the bits thrown out. One toast is “God Bless 
Us and Get Us Through This Alive. Make This 
Stick.” They all drink too much. Some sleep 
on the floor there. Others wend their way to 
their homes or the inns where they are staying. 
About half have arrived. CELEBRATE PARTY 
HEARTY NIGHT 
SATURDAY, JUNE 30 

Betsy Ross, who shows up at the State House— 
which will from this week forward be known as 
Independence Hall—hangs up her first flag of the 
United States on the wall. It has 12 stars and 12 
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stripes. She has not been informed about South 
Carolina sending a delegation. CELEBRATE 
BETSY ROSS DAY 
SUNDAY, JULY 1 
Everybody goes together to the big Presbyterian 
Church in Philadelphia for the 11 a.m. prayer 
meeting. Gallons of coffee have sobered them up. 
They all hope God is on their side. They are on 
his. Their courage returns. CELEBRATE HOPES 
UP MORNING 
MONDAY, JULY 2 
Thomas Jefferson arrives at the State House early 
and notes that his Declaration of Independence 
sitting on the table has been mightily ruffled 
through but hasn’t undergone any changes yet. 


But the fireworks will soon begin, he knows. By

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10 a.m., the delegates are assembled and John 
Hancock, who is the President of the Continental 
Congress, bangs his gavel. It’s begun. But just 
then, General George Washington dramatically 
enters into the hall, wearing the very elaborate 
and spectacular military uniform he’s had made 
in London. He has a sword at his side. Everyone 
welcomes him happily. 

Hancock now asks for quiet, banging his gavel 
again. Soon, the stentorian tones of the members 
of the Continental Congress echo through the 
hall. One delegate says he doesn’t like it beginning 
“When in the course of human events....” He 
suggests it be shortened to “The thing is...” and 
someone else says it should say “unacceptable 


events” rather than “human events.” There are 


votes but none get a majority, so “When in 
the course of human events” stands. Several 
future signers seem reluctant, particularly John 
Dickinson of Delaware. Have we really tried 
everything possible? The more determined 
talk him out of it. Ben Franklin makes a long 
speech. James Madison makes a shorter but 
more emphatic speech. They adjourn at 6 p.m. 


‘CELEBRATE DEBATE DAY. . 


TUESDAY, JULY 3 
The debate continues all day. Finally, around 
10p.m.—it’s been a 13-hour day—Hancock calls for 


each of the 13 colonies to talk among themselves 


and decide to vote yay or nay to the ratification 
of this Declaration of Independence. New York 
says, because they had to evacuate New York 
City to escape the British army the week before 
and not every delegate has shown up, they have 
to abstain. The delegation from Pennsylvania 
votes No. The delegation from South Carolina 


votes No. Delaware says its delegation is split, so 
it votes no. But the rest of the colonies, nine’ of 
them, vote yes. With nine votes, it passes. 

With that, Hancock asks that it be made 
unanimous so everybody can sign, and so after 
some flip-flopping it winds up at 12 votes Yes, 
with New York still unable to vote because their 
people still haven’t shown up. Hancock then 
announces “nobody has opposed this,” which 
is technically true, and so unanimous it is. 
The Second Continental Congress has voted to 
declare its independence from Great Britain. The 
actual signing will take place on the morrow. 
CELEBRATE DECLARATION DAY 

WEDNESDAY, JULY 4 
The rum, which has been withheld until now 
while discussion and voting have been going 
on, is brought out at 10 a.m. Nobody drinks 
in the morning, but nevertheless, everyone 
toasts Thomas Jefferson, and then, in a ringing 
second toast, the creation of the United States 
of America. George Washington, who is needed 
elsewhere and is not a delegate anyway, leaves 
after making another toast. At noon, all 56 of the 
delegates from the 13 colonies line up facing the 
table where the document is and, one at a time, 
take the quill and sign it. John Hancock signs his 
name first and really big, “so the King can’t miss 
it,” he says. Down the street, the great church bell 
high up in the steeple begins to clang, but after an 
hour it begins to sound awful. They stop ringing it 
and look to see why it is doing that. They find it’s 
cracked. CELEBRATE INDEPENDENCE DAY 
THURSDAY, JULY 5 

Betsy Ross arrives at Independence Hall with a 
13-star and 13-stripe flag and replaces the one

AND STRIPES DAY 

FRIDAY, JULY 6 
The signers decide that three more original 
documents be created and signed. Everyone 
shows up in the afternoon when scribes have 
finished making these extra ones and sign 
them. William Floyd grumbles they should have 
thought of this at the signing the day before, 
but he stays till it’s done and then heads back 
to Mastic Beach. CELEBRATE QUADRUPLE 
INDEPENDENCE DAY 

SATURDAY, JULY 7 

One of the documents is presented personally 
to Royal Governor William Franklin in Trenton, 
New Jersey. As expected, he tears it up. He is 
then charged as “an enemy of liberty in this 
country” and arrested. CELEBRATE BRITISH 
REACTION DAY 

SUNDAY, JULY 8 
A Philadelphia printer, John Dunlap, is retained 
to come into his shop after church and create 80 
copies of the document. He says that he usually 
charges time-and-a-half on weekends, but in this 
case there will be.no charge at all. CELEBRATE 
REPRODUCTION DAY 

MONDAY, JULY 9 
Twenty men on horseback are assembled at the 
printer’s shop and, at noon, with the ink now dry, 
take several envelopes, each of which contains a 
copy, and race off in different directions to deliver 
one of the documents to important personages 


elsewhere in the land. All will be delivered by 


Friday, even as far south as South Carolina.

bordering the roads on both sides and you drive 
along through a tunnel. 
This month Southampton Village is considering 


‘passing an ordinance that would allow fences 


to be as high as eight feet along the road, so long 
as they are hidden from public view, meaning 
they are behind the privet. The reason people 
want this, besides that they want privacy in their 
little patch of paradise, is to prevent deer from 
leaping over a six-foot fence of privet. All deer 
can get over six-foot privet. But only a really well- 
muscled and determined deer could get over an 
eight-foot fence. 

It was also noted that deer, walking along 
the road, often stop to nibble the privet. Many 
privet walls are naked of leaves from about 
five feet down. Bad. But the privet is thick, and 
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deer muzzles only go in so far, so it’s still not 
something you can see through. 

The Board held a meeting at which a 
professional opinion was to be offered by the 
Planning Commission on June 26, and after 
that there would be public comment invited at a 
further meeting. 

My opinion is that eight-foot-high fences 


behind eight-foot privet would be awful. Where. 


did the Hamptons go? One might even think 
they were somewhere else. Palm Beach, for 
instance. Or Hoboken. Who would know? And 
if a deer lift weights and can jump over 10 or 12 
feet, what then? 

I think eight-foot fences made of turkey 
wire should be allowed, but stone or wood 
not allowed. Privet that high? It’s happening 
anyway in a few places. And I forgive those well- 
to-do people who can afford privet that high. 
Eight-foot turkey wire would be a great leveler,

affordable to middle class, poor and rich alike. 
And it would keep the deer out. 

But I also think if they pass this, with turkey 
wire or privet covering wood or concrete, that 
it include an ordinance that beautiful bushes, 
plants and flowers be between the wall and the 
road for its entire length. 

The reason for this is that the deer, forced out 
onto the road, will be desperate to get something 
to eat. The requirement should be that bushes, 
plants and flowers must be replaced after being 
eaten. It should be a weekly routine. Village 
ordinance inspectors should inspect these roads 
to see that it is done, or issue summonses. 

I think this would also lower the incidence of 
deer begging at car windows, which is going on in 
several places now. When they get angry, they rip 
off windshield wipers. This can’t go on. 


And it is fair that those putting up these huge 


walls do this. They caused this problem.

A buyer looking to purchase a home 
on the ocean or bay should make sure 
their broker is a seasoned waterfront 
expert who can help them with their 
due diligence. 

When I work with waterfront buyers 
in the Quogue and Westhampton 
area, I always ask the listing agent 
for a copy of the survey and if an 
elevation certificate is available. You 
want to find out if the home is FEMA- 
compliant, what flood zone it’s in, 
what the building envelope is, and if 
it’s surrounded by wetlands. This will 
affect the cost of flood insurance and 
if the house will need to be raised if 
a major renovation is in the buyer’s 
plans. Otherwise the 50% rule may 
come into play. For oceanfront 
homes, I make sure we know where 
the coastal erosion zone is—again, 
this will greatly impact what can be 
built on the lot—and where. As they 
say, knowledge is power!

Purchasing waterfront property is 
a different ball of wax than buying 
property inland. A purchaser 
should first have an agent who is 
knowledgeable about the rules and 
regulations that go with waterfront 
property. 

For example, perhaps a buyer wishes 
to add a pool. Some listings might 
mention that there’s room for a pool, 
which is correct, but the real issue lies 
with the buyer’s ability to get one. 
Because of setbacks to wetlands, lot 
clearing, Department of Conservation, 
Army Corps of Engineers and the town 
or village environmental committees, 
the ability to have a pool might 
become moot. Knowing this before 
contracting to purchase a waterfront 
home can save a lot of heartache, 
time and money in the future.

For years the house stood empty, crumbling and abandoned, with caved-in 
ceilings, missing doors and holes in the floor; a sign stating the house was 
unfit for human occupation was posted to the front. As recently as 2016, the 
house seemed destined only for the wrecking ball. But now Morpurgo House is 
being renovated and made fit for a new century, and in doing so is giving up 
many of its secrets. 


Long thought to be built between 1850 and 1860, when the Italianate style 
of the house’s exterior was popular, the house’s origins have recently been 
pushed back a hundred years. Pre-Revolutionary details in the basement, such 
as massive foundation stones, 18th century nails and distinctive beams point 
to a date around 1750. The house was then renovated in the 1840s, 1870s 
and the 20th century, as the needs of its inhabitants changed. Originally the 
house had been much smaller, with no third floor: basically, it was two rooms 
downstairs and two up. 


Rob Walford of Breskin Development, who currently own the house and are 
renovating it, says, “As a builder, the most interesting thing to me was how 
structurally sound the timber framing from the 1760s was. We were able to 
preserve a remarkable amount of it and almost all of the sheathing [the wood 
between the timber frame and the siding]. Some of the sheathing was 30 
inches wide, which would have been cut from trees from an old growth forest 
that were four or five feet around. 


“Unfortunately, though, we didn’t find any hidden Spanish gold doubloons. 
We did find a drinking well on the front lawn that had been covered and 
abandoned for at least a century. It would have been a community well. In

the past, Union Street wasn’t in quite the same location or elevation that it 
is now.” 


The house may well have been the home of Captain John Hulbert, a 
Revolutionary War hero who designed one of the first American flags with 
stars and bars. Hulbert lived for some years in Bridgehampton but did 
business in Sag Harbor, and there are other houses in the village reputed 
to have been built by him. Walford thinks it makes sense that Hulbert may 
have built a larger house on Union Street after he made money during the 
Revolutionary War. Hulbert died in 1813, and it’s unknown where he was 
buried—possibly next to his wife in Bridgehampton. 


In 1927, a flag was found in a house in Bridgehampton once belonging to Dr. 
John L. Gardiner (who built Dulce Domum), along with military orders from 
Hulbert’s company of Long Island minutemen from 1775. If this flag, which 
is undoubtedly very old, was the standard carried by the troop in 1775, it’s 
the first example of the Stars and Stripes. The flag features 13 red and white 
stripes, a blue field and 13 six-pointed stars in a shape resembling the Cross of 
St. George and the Cross of St. Andrew. 


But here’s the problem with the idea of the flag dating from 1775. It’s clearly 
designed as a national flag for the 13 colonies. But in 1775, America was not 
a nation nor was it expecting to be one any time soon. Furthermore, there 
was no assurance that even if America declared independence from Britain 
that all 13 colonies would go along. It’s very improbable that an obscure 
militiaman like Hulbert would design such a thing in 1775. It would be lovely 
to think this house was owned by the originator of the Stars and Stripes, but 
it’s not likely.

By the 1870s, the house on Union Street was used as a 
summer hotel operated by the Lobstein family, who also 
operated Lobstein’s Pharmacy in the village. By 1927, a 
Mrs. Clarence Shammel ran the place as a rooming house. 
In 1953, a young teacher named Robert Freidah, who later 
became the mayor of Sag Harbor, owned the apartment 
house. He sold the property in 1965 to Attilio and Vilna 
Morpurgo, who had escaped Italian fascism (Atillio was 
Jewish) and emigrated to New York in 1940. 


Their two daughters, Annselm and Helga Morpurgo, inherited 
the place from their parents in 1975. Annselm owned two- 
thirds of the house and Helga the other third. But the sisters 
did not have the money to keep up the 3900-square-foot 
house and its condition began to suffer. They leased seven of 
the apartments and Annselm lived in the eighth. 


In the late 1990s, the John Jermain Memorial Library, which 
is next door, was interested in buying the property to expand 
the library. But the sisters and the library could not agree on 
a price. In 2003, the Morpurgos decided to auction the house 
with a minimum bid of $1.5 million. No bids were tendered. 


Then the sisters fell out. Helga wanted to sell the house, as 
taxes were not being paid and the condition of the place 
grew worse and worse. Annselm wanted a certain amount of 
money, however, which no one was willing to pay. The sisters 
then sued each other. 


The house was put up for auction twice more, in 2005 and 
2006, with no bids. Finally, in 2007, the house was sold to an 
LLC for $1.46 million. Annselm filed an injunction against the 
sale, but the judge tossed it out. Eventually she and Helga 
each received 37% of the sales proceeds, with the rest going 
to satisfy back taxes. Annselm kept living in the house until 
she was evicted in 2008. 


The house continued to deteriorate. The new owners did 
nothing to improve it; they were soon being foreclosed 

upon. The house changed hands again, and then again, with 
investors planning to restore the home. Finally, desperate, the 
village considered demolishing the house. 


Now, though, the house finally has a future. Work to restore 
it and add onto it has been ongoing. “The Morpurgo house 
had been seriously neglected for decades.” Rob Walford says, 
“The rear section of the house was collapsing onto itself and 
left as is would ultimately undermine the integrity of the 
entire structure. Our goal is to meld the beautiful bones of 
the original house with the modern amenities new homes 
can offer.” We're sure Captain Hulbert would approve.

LIFE ON THE WATER. 
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AQUATIC ARCHITECTS 

Everyone loves a place by the water—and a good architect will make 
the most of that special setting. But each waterfront site is different, and 
architects need to explore its particular characteristics and orientation. 


For Southampton-based architect Pamela Glazer, it’s all about the views. 
“Regardless of the constraints of the site, the most important thing is to be 
able to view the water from as many rooms in the house as possible,” she 
says. “We also must create outside spaces that connect you visually to the 
water. This involves siting the house, patios and decks, the pool and maybe 


even a pool house so that each element does not obstruct the water view 
from the other.” 


Water-Mill-based architect Peter Cook agrees. “We take great pride in the 
siting of all our projects, whether waterfront or not. But the most obvious 
consideration for a waterfront project is to capture the views. Given the 
premium that’s paid for the privilege of owning waterfront property it’s 
essential to position the house and plan the rooms and vistas throughout the 
house to optimize the water views.” 


Another consideration is the way the sun moves around the property 

during the day. Cook points out that a western sunset view, while gorgeous, 
can produce a blinding glare indoors. In this care, a partial view or an 

angled view can enhance the viewing experience. And consider your interior 
colors carefully, he says. “Keeping the interior color palette light should also be 
considered if you want to avoid the high contrast that can occur when 

an interior is very dark in comparison with the bright refection of the sun off 
the water.”

And if all that’s not complex enough, of course many environmental and 
building codes and restrictions have to be considered and planned for 

right from the beginning. Glazer says, “Requirements like certain kinds of 
vegetation at the water’s edge and hundred-foot setbacks just underscore the 
fact that the key consideration is the visual connection with the water.” 


With beautiful plants like water lilies, lotus and flag iris, pretty goldfish and 
soothing sounds, water gardens are an ultimate indulgence for any space, big 
or small. Kristie Roccoforte at Aquatic Habitats, who builds ponds and water 
gardens in the Hamptons, says not to worry that your garden might be too 
small for a water feature. A pond can be installed anywhere. The best site 

for a pond is flat ground in a spot that looks natural for the area. “Pond sizes 
are usually dictated by two factors: landscape and budget,” she comments.

“There really is no limit on how large or small a pond can be, as long as there 
is adequate filtration in a large pond and ample space for the fish to flourish 
in a small pond.” 


Once you've decided on a site, a size and a budget, it’s time to start picking 
what plants you'd like for your garden. Roccoforte says, “When we plant 

a pond, we like to add colorful lilies to the center, and marginal plants, like 
umbrella palm, water taro, cattail, to the edges.” Oxygenating grasses help 
maintain the proper pH of the water, while marginal plants also attract and 
provide cover for wildlife. 


Ponds are great for wildlife, it turns out. “Frogs, turtles, ducks and herons are 
some of the animals that like to visit our ponds.” Roccoforte comments. But 


what if I want goldfish or koi? Won't my friendly local Continued on page 38

heron snack on them? “Fish will occasionally, 
unfortunately, be eaten by birds,” Roccoforte says. 
“However, for ponds that are visited especially 
frequently by predatory birds, we string high- 
gauge fishing line that is almost invisible across 
the pond. This deters the birds from poaching the 
fish.” 


Taking care of a pond is similar to taking care of 

a pool: it must be closed in the winter and opened 
in the spring, and requires general upkeep while it 
is open during the summer months. Don’t worry 
about your fish overwintering. You can remove the 
pumps and filtration and install aeration units that 
keep the pond oxygenated all winter long for the 
fish, which go dormant in winter, and ponds are 
designed to withstand freezing temperatures. 


The one must-have for a Hamptons house is a 
pool, of course. And the trend for smart homes 
extends to the pool as well. With pool apps that 
connect to your smartphone, you can care for 
your pool from anywhere, any time. Smart pool 
monitors also make your pool easier to care for, 
while smart switches can help automate and 
simplify pool maintenance. 


George Kazdin, president of Kazdin Pool & Spa 
agrees. “The hottest trends are automation, 

LED lighting, sun shelves and pebble surfaces 

for gunite pools.” A sun shelf, also known as a 
tanning ledge, is a shallow part of the pool that’s 
great for relaxing in a lounge chair. They're also 
handy if you have small children around. A pebble- 
finished gunite pool actually incorporates pebble 
aggregates into the cement, making the surface 
look like the bottom of a creek or riverbed. This 
provides a long-lasting, durable, stain- 

resistant surface. 


Darker pools, popular in the 1980s, are coming 
back. Justice Phillips at Pelican Pools says that dark 
pool colors have always been a mainstay of their 
business. Pelican is also seeing a lot of demand for 
spillover pools. They’re similar to an infinity pool, 
but all sides overflow. 


It’s increasingly clear that whatever pool, pond, 

or house you dream of, a Hamptons builder or 
architect can make your dream of life on the water 
a reality.

The first recorded swimming pool, called the “Great Bath” at 
Mohenjo-daro in what is now Pakistan, was a place for religious 
ceremony in 2500 BC. It began a long tradition of artificial pools with a 
variety of uses in the ancient world— athletics, wellness, games, military 
exercises and even keeping fish—but thousands of years later, for 
devout Hamptonites, pools continue to be a religion of sorts.

Pristine Pools founder Greg Darvin has been a high priest of this religion 
for more than 25 years. Like any true expert, the Springs native started 
at the bottom and built his business to be a worthy competitor in a 
saturated local market. 


“My original introduction to swimming pools was a summer job in 

high school,” Darvin says. Working as a young pool cleaner doing 
maintenance, he never imagined he was training for a future career. But 
the work was lucrative, especially after Darvin started his own company 
taking care of clients’ pools while home on summer break from SUNY 
Albany. 


When college was done, he continued the summer pool business as 

a way to fund exciting world travels to places like Africa and 

Southeast Asia in the fall and winter. “I took some amazing trips,” 
Darvin says, noting that he’d return home broke each spring and begin 
the cycle again. 


He still didn’t consider Pristine Pools as anything more than a means 

to an end, a stop on the road to some undetermined future career. The 
years ticked by, and just as construction and real estate began booming 
in the late 1990s, Darvin had a life-changing realization: “Maybe instead 
of fighting this, I should just embrace it?” 


Pristine Pools took off quickly from there.

“Tf I'm involved in something, I’m fully involved in it,” Darvin says, 
recalling the shift. Suddenly, he was a man building a business instead 
of a kid making money. “Life is what happens when you're busy making 
plans,” he muses, quoting a well-known aphorism. 


Newly focused, Darvin added pool construction to his offerings. 

“I was lucky enough to have some people around me with a lot more 
experience at the beginning,” he says, explaining how he learned to 
build custom gunite pools. Eventually Darvin added a third arm to 
Pristine Pools—masonry. 


“Tt just sort of evolved,” he says. “The masonry became more a product of 
needing high quality, dependable work.” 


When finding good outside contractors became too difficult, he cut out 
the middleman and offered the jobs in-house. Darvin says his company 
now builds patios, retaining walls and even stonework inside of homes. 
“It’s not all pool related.” 


The amount of skill and resources under one roof at Pristine Pools is 
“special,” he continues. “We’re more or less handing the baton to people 
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within the company.” Darvin says he can give homeowners the A to Z 
“total design and construction package"—including all manner of pool, 
spa and masonry—not to mention year round maintenance and chlorine 
alternatives. 


Nothing is too specialized, be it a waterfall, underwater feature, pond, 
patio or garden. The company motto, “If you can dream it, we can 
build it,” holds true. And if they do hit a roadblock, Darvin is not afraid 
to call upon someone with the solution. “I know my strengths and my 
weaknesses, he acknowledges. 


Darvin still regularly works with architects and designers, collaborating 
or strictly following their vision, but he says the best results come from a 
dialogue between all parties—architect, designer, homeowner and pool 
contractor. 


Nearly every pool, spa or masonry project Darvin and Pristine Pools 
build is unique. “They all to some degree have their challenges...that’s 
what keeps my work interesting for me,” he says. “I’m proud of it. It’s 
something that I’ve been able to grow over time with a lot of help and 
good people.”

All those areas within the Town of Southampton customarily inundated regularly or intermittently — 
by normal tidal cycles and/or peak lunar tides, including salt marshes which shall be presumed to be 
those areas upon which some, but not necessarily all, of the following grow or are capable of growing: 
salt hay (Spartina patens), spike-grass (Distichlis spicata), black grass (Juncus gerardi), cordgrass 
(Spartina alterniflora), saltworts (Salicornia species), sea lavender (Limonium carolinanus), salt-marsh 
bulrushes (Scripus species), sand spurrey (Spergularia marina), high tide bush (Baccharis halimifolia,) 
marsh-elder (Iva frutescens), cattails (Typha species), and spike rush (Eleocharis rostellata). 


Tidal wetlands are protected because they offer a unique habitat for animals while offering a vital aspect of the food chain 
and hence, they represent an ecosystem. In other words, tidal wetlands exist on some of the most desirable real estate 
throughout the East End. If your property contains tidal wetlands and you want to engage in any construction activities, 
there are precise applications that you must make prior to commencing any such activities. There are specific applications for 
tidal wetlands because “only very limited types of land use and development are compatible with the values of these areas” 
according to state regulations, and the proposed land use must be vetted for compatibility issues. 


As such, land use is only allowed, pursuant to 6 NYCRR 661, if it is “compatible with the preservation, protection and 
enhancement of the present and potential values of tidal wetlands (including but not limited to their value for marine food 
production, wildlife habitat, flood and hurricane and storm control, recreation, cleansing ecosystems, absorption of silt and 
organic material, education and research, and open space and aesthetic appreciation), that will protect the public health and 
welfare, and that will be consistent with the reasonable economic and social development of the State.” 


To ascertain whether your real property contains tidal wetlands, New York State provides a website you can consult. (Since the 
URL is so long and unwieldy, use this redirect instead: https://tinyurl.BTHLieb.) 


If your property contains a tidal wetland, the next issue is whether your proposed activity is impermissible, permissible — 
with a permit, or only permissible with a variance. These determinations can be overwhelming to a property owner. 
However, there are resources at the public’s disposal. Federally, the New York District of the Army Corps of Engineers, — 
whose “primary civilian mission is to develop, manage and protect the country’s water resources,” can be reached at _

after the picture went viral, rumors spread that 
it was a savvy marketing ploy by Monster Energy 
Drink. It was not. 

Montauk Monster—mania took such hold that 
first summer, my beleaguered and otherwise 
eminently talented and qualified East Hampton 
Press editor, Peter Boody, was compelled to write 
an August 13 op-ed explaining, if not defending, 
his choice to ignore the story. 

“A dead, par-boiled, skinned dog on the 
beach in Montauk didn’t really count to me,” 
Boody wrote. Yet he acknowledged the Montauk 
Monster was, at that time, now known all over 
the world just two weeks after its publication in 
the Indy (stories disseminated online a bit more 
slowly in 2008). “It was gross,” Boody argued. 
“It looked to me like the carcass of a dead dog, 
maybe a pit bull, some sad creature that had 
fallen off somebody’s boat.” 

I was deeply frustrated when he declined the 
story—and even more so when the “monster” 
became an international sensation—but time has 
given me some perspective on the matter. Perhaps 
we do mellow with age. Now closer to 50 than 20, 
and with more experience as an editor behind 
me, I can better understand Peter’s decision. And 
that’s saying something, considering I’ve worked 
for nearly six years at Dan’s Papers, where we tell 
stories of a giant Ecuadorian eel, the Hamptons 
Subway, a local police submarine and dozens of 
other fabulist tales. 

Still, the question remains: Was the Montauk 
Monster newsworthy? Of course it was. 

A Google search shows it’s still a popular 
subject in articles, videos and podcasts. The 
creature lives on in artistic renderings—a zombie 


raccoon that’s instantly recognizable—in a variety 
of styles and media. Numerous stories featuring 
similar dead animals continue to surface on news 
sites, all referring back to the original. 

It all goes. back to the power of that 
first photograph. Like Marines raising the 
flag at Iwo Jima, or the hooded man at Abu 
Ghraib prison in Iraq, an iconic photograph 
has real power. Perhaps a more appropriate 
comparison: consider the first shadowy silhouette 
of the purported Loch Ness Monster. The Daily 
Mail published the grainy photograph in 1934. 
And despite being proven a hoax, Nessie’s 
legend has grown stronger, inspiring serious 
investigation and a massive tourism boom over 
the nearly 85 years since the photo first appeared 
in black-and-white. 

A local Montauk woman, Jenna Hewitt, and 
three of her friends, found and photographed the 
Montauk Monster on July 12, 2008. What would 
later be identified as a raccoon looked strange, 
with its beak-like, exposed bone snout and 
articulated fingers that immediately precluded 
it from canine, feline or bovine origins. Even on 
that initial viewing, Hewitt told The Independent 
how they joked it might be from Plum Island. 
Editor Rick Murphy said it might be Satan “and 
that the devil’s demise meant only good things 
would happen henceforth.” 

People were having fun with it from that first 
tongue-in-cheek article. 

And like all good myths and legends, the 
Montauk Monster could never be proven. At 
the same time, believers could not be fully 
discounted. The carcass was never brought in 
for DNA testing, nor could its skeleton be placed 


alongside a set of raccoon bones for true scientific 
comparison. Or could it? 

According to The Independent, the “fly-riddled” 
body was removed from the beach to be buried, 
or so they hoped. Later, an August 3 Newsday 
article revealed that a nameless Montauk local 
had taken the monster home, noting, “It’s only 
about the size of a cat,” and “Now it’s decomposed 
and it’s just skull and bones.” 


Still, the question remains: _ 
Was the Montauk Monster 
newsworthy? Of course it was. 
A Google search shows it’s still a 


popular subject. | 


I’d bet good money the Montauk Monster’s 
remains still live in someone’s backyard or in 
a garage meat freezer. Or perhaps its cleaned 
skeleton is in a cardboard box collecting dust in 
the back of an aluminum shed. Or, if we’re having 
fun speculating, maybe a wealthy hedge-funder 
tracked it down and paid a handsome sum to 
acquire the monster for his secret collection, 
in which it now stands alongside a mounted 
chupacabra, a sasquatch scalp and a plaster cast 
of Bigfoot’s famous footprint? 

The possibilities are many and enormously fun 
to imagine. Just like the stories of clandestine 
government programs and subterranean labs at 


Camp Hero, or ghosts at the lighthouse, the Montauk 


Monster adds a little more magic to The End’s 
bewitching oeuvre. And we like it that way.

As I went down in the river to pray, 
Studying about that good old way, 
And who shall wear the starry crown, 
Good Lord, show me the way.

the central hallway. 

Near the end of the hall is the door to the vault 
I'd read about. Metal and heavy, ultra Steam 
Punk, like it held Jules Verne himself inside. It 
had actually held centuries’ worth of documents 
and artifacts until recently, when many were 
donated to New York University.

3. Cornelia Horsford on the Manor 
grounds amongst the cedar trees circa 1912. 
The Horsford family bought and planted 
the trees with the belief made popular 
after the deadly influenza pandemic of 
1889-1890 that pine trees purify the air 
and guard against the disease and other 
respiratory ailments. 

This is an important example of the 
scope of techniques used for the 
photographs in the Manor’s collection. 
Paget Plate color images was an innovative 
process at the turn-of-the-century, an 
early color photography process which 
used two glass plates, one made of red, 
green, and blue filters and the other a 
black-and-white plate, which were 
exposed and then contact printed together 
to project a composite color image for a 
color print. 

Paget images appeared diffused and 
impressionistic. For Cornelia Horsford 
to employ a photographer to come to 
the Manor to take photos using it is a 
reflection of her knowledge and her intent 
to portray the Manor and herself in a 
certain way. 


I recognized this forest, though now the mature 
trees appear to be much closer together. Cornelia 
standing tall and straight among them seems, 
well, picture perfect. 


4. Sylvester Manor farm worker 
with tractor. 

The images in the collection of workers 
on the farm show us how the land was 
used, the crops that were grown and how 
the landscape has changed. The farm has 
always been so important to Sylvester 
Manor’s history from the very beginning 
when it was Nathaniel Sylvester’s 
provisioning plantation, growing crops 
to feed the enslaved Africans on the 
Sylvester’s sugar plantations in Barbados 
through the early Colonial era to today 
when we farm the land with our farm 
apprentices and WWOOFer [World 
Wide Opportunities on Organic Farms] 
volunteers, who have come from around 
the world.

It’s a credit to Barnes that all of these images 
look like they belong exactly where they're hung, 
as if they have been right there all of this time. 
Happily they will remain in situ for the remainder 
of Sylvester Manor’s season and staff will be at 
the ready to introduce you to them. &&

Tension Builds in Bay Stveet Theater's “Frost/Nixon’ 


atching Peter Morgan’s Frost/Nixon at Bay Street 

Theater is like watching a boxing match of wits. 
In a set of interviews filmed in two-hour segments, 
David Frost, brilliantly portrayed by Daniel Gerroll, 
hurls prying questions at former President Richard 
Nixon, portrayed by the incredible Harris Yulin, who 
dodges each with drawn-out anecdotes, seeking to 
cleverly wait out the clock. In each one’s corner, a 
coach directing the two public figures how to best 
destroy the other’s career permanently. The tension is 
palpable. 

The play offers a detailed look at the events leading 
up to the landmark interviews between Frost, a British 
talk show host, and Nixon, that took place three years 
after the former President resigned. Director Sarna 
Lapine takes great care not to paint Nixon as the villain, 
while also not excusing the crimes he committed. For 
much of the play, he’s a dejected, tired old man, unable 
to find peace after being rejected by the country he 
lives to serve. His morals are far from perfect, believing 
that nothing the President does should be considered 
illegal, but the audience grows to understand him as 
more than a corrupt politician. 

Yulin’s portrayal is nothing short of perfect and 
balances the complexities of the character with ease. 
When Nixon rambles to avoid answering a tough 
question, Yulin speaks clearly, never mumbling a 
single word. When he innocently questions Frost’s 
affinity for effeminate Italian shoes, viewers can’t help 
but chuckle and remember their own exchanges with 
judgmental grandparents. 

Opposite him is Gerroll’s Frost, deemed frivolous 
by Nixon’s camp, despite coming across as eloquent 
and forthright. The British television star acted as the

voice for the American people and staked his entire 
career on the success of the seemingly doomed 
interviews. Luckily for him, he had the foresight to 
assemble a team capable of drawing a Watergate 
concession out of Nixon. 

Leading his research team is Jim Reston, portrayed 
by the breakout star of the show Christian Conn. 
Reston narrates for Team Frost, sharing backstory 
exposition, inner thoughts and scene details with the 
audience. By far the most aggressively anti-Nixon, 
Reston passionately preached the message of the 
liberal Americans who wanted the former President 
to pay for his crimes to the fullest extent of the law. 
Conn presented this righteous anger with powerful 
conviction, as if channeling his frustrations with the 
current presidency. 

Team Nixon is narrated by Reston’s Republican

counterpart, Jack Brennan. Richard Topol’s portrayal 
is that of a loyal follower and a skillful puppeteer. He 
guides Nixon through each interview, advising him 
to meander as much as possible and interrupting 
the taping when answers get too incriminating. The 
staging of the play places both teams on set, but out of 
the television frames. This positioning highlights how 
many political and idealistic influencers are pulling the 
strings behind the camera. 

Television plays a major role in Frost/Nixon: the 
play opens with Nixon’s back to the audience while 
12 screens display his face as he speaks into two cameras 
on-set. Throughout the play the cameras broadcast the 
intellectual battle. It’s an interesting directing choice 
that offers welcomed reaction shots of the two leads. 
Any time Frost doubles down on an accusation and 
Nixon gets flustered, the audience gets to see their faces 
contort with unbridled emotion. 

Frost/Nixon flowed very quickly, concluding in 
140 minutes with no intermission. Reston and Brennan 
stepped up to the spotlight every few minutes to progress 
the story, never allowing any one scene to linger for too 
long. The final act provides a beautifully fitting end, 
allowing the audience to breath after holding their 
breath though the rigorous fight. Those that watched 
the original interviews when they first aired will enjoy 
this faithful and intense retelling, and younger audience 
members will learn a great deal about one of this 
country’s most infamous characters. £8. hoe

By The Book: The Trials of a Lawyer

Suzy’s Case by debut novelist Andy Siegel is a knockout — smart, sensitive, significant and in spots 
laugh-out-loud funny. The first chapter presents “The Unfortunate Event” of six-year-old Suzy Williams 
rushed to a Brooklyn hospital by her devoted mother, June, in distress due to sickle cell anemia, Suzy 
goes into cardiac arrest, as a team of frantic doctors and nurses try to electric shock her into 
responsiveness. And then, as the author promises, “the ride begins.” And is it ever wild. And well done. 
Siegel, who summers in Amagansett, has been “litigating complicated jury trials” for over two 

decades. Not bad for a kid who was kept in remedial reading through the 11th grade, he notes. He knows 

_ what it’s like to be an underdog. And now, he adds fiction adventures to those from his real life as he 
places his protagonist's “legal expertise and fighting spirit” at the service of “the less advantaged people of 
the city.” What gets Siegel going every day, which he loves, is trying “to make the system work for the 
injured victim when the big insurance companies vigorously resist such an outcome.” 

Tug Is street-smart delicious, savvy-sharp, unconventional, determined, a wimp and wuss only with 
his imperious money-mad, narcissistic wife, Tyler Wyler. Right! It’s that kind of book! The legal and 

_ medical lore in the book is impressive and absorbing. And it’s fun and so New York, full of smart-ass 
observations, sexual innuendo, urban slang and dialogue that doesn’t wait for response. Tug’s charm is 
that he acts honorably. 

Siegel trots out a full canvas of eccentric folks. These include HIC folks — that’s Tug talk for 

Henry’s Injured Criminals, referral cases of those who have been “tried, convicted, and jailed” for felonious 
conduct that he inherits from Henry Benson who’s not against sending a killer or two Tug’s way. Tug takes 
them, saying, “I repulse myself sometimes.” Then, invoking a mantra he recites at various and dubious 
times, he adds, “At least | admit it.”.

Catherine Russell Perfoouns “Billie and Blue Fues” 


B illie and Blue Eyes. That’s the title of jazz guitarist/ 
vocalist John Pizzarelli and jazz vocalist Catherine 
Russell’s new show coming to the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) on Sunday, July 
15 at 8 p.m. The concert will feature the John Pizzarelli 
Trio, joined by Russell, performing fresh renditions of 
some of the best-loved songs of all time. 

About the title: Billie refers to Billie Holiday, 
and Blue Eyes is, of course, Frank Sinatra. It’s hard 
to imagine a better way to frame a deep dive into 
the Great American Songbook. And it’s hard to 
imagine a better pair to make that dive than 
Pizzarelli and Russell. Pizzarelli is a Grammy- 
nominated, world-renowned revitalizer of this 
repertoire, and Grammy-winner Russell has made a 
tremendous string of recordings featuring her pure 


voice on some of these timeless songs. 

“I grew up listening to all the great singers,” 
says Russell. “My favorite show was Make Believe 
Ballroom”—the long-running WNEW-AM radio show 
that featured the likes of Billie Holiday, Frank Sinatra, 
Dinah Washington and Ella Fitzgerald singing classic 
songs. “I was also a TV variety show junkie—that was 
my context for this music.” 

Billie Holiday and Frank Sinatra present a fairly 
sharp contrast in their approaches to singing standards, 
observes Russell. Put simply, Sinatra tended not to 
stray too far from the melodies as they were written, 
whereas Holiday had a more improvisatory bent. “She 
was very free with a melody,” Russell notes. “She did 
her own thing—but when you really listen to what 
Billie was doing in the early and middle years you

hear the technique. Her ears were very good.” For Billie 
and Blue Eyes, Russell honors both approaches: She 
tends to present a melody straight at ie, then she 
improvises on the repeat. 

Russell credits Pizzarelli with chdieton her 
own technique. “John has expanded my sense of 
improvising,” she says. “He’s such a great artist, so 
much fun to work with.” Pizzarelli combines stunning 
virtuosity on the guitar with a vocal dexterity, which, 


when put together, allow him to solo with his voice 


and guitar simultaneously—it’s astonishing to watch. “I 
don’t know how he’s doing that,” " says Russell. “He just 
eats, thinks and breathes music.” 

Pizzarelli, the son of legendary j jazz guitarist Bucky 


_Pizzarelli, has in fact been steeped in the jazz world 


from infancy—and he has the stories to go with it. 
“John does the first part of the show with the trio, 
and tells these great stories,” says Russell. “He’s a 
tremendous raconteur.” Russell joins the band for the 
second half of the evening. 

Russell has her own jazz pedigree—her father, 
Luis Russell, was Louis Armstrong’s long-time 
musical director and her mother, Carline Ray, was a 
conservatory-trainéd musician who performed with 
the International Sweethearts of Rhythm, an all-female 
big band. But Russell really got her start as a performer 
as a backup vocalist for headlining performers. In that 
capacity, she has sung background for some of the 
biggest names in popular music. She toured with David 
Bowie, Steely Dan, Lady Gaga and Roseanne Cash— 
just to name a few. It’s a kind of work she loves and 
continues to do. “The movie 20 Feet From Stardom 
makes it seem like background singers would all rather 
be headliners, but that’s not true,” Russell says. “I love 
harmonizing, and it’s great to be able to support a 
great artist as a part of a great section.” She enjoys the 
challenge of mastering the at-times tricky parts bands 
like Steely Dan come up with for their backup singers. 

Russell notes that the theme of Billie and Blue Eyes 
gave her and Pizzarelli a lot of potential songs to choose 
from, but that the audience at WBHPAC can expect an 
evening of mostly familiar, time-tested tunes to tap 
their feet to. “There are some more obscure tunes, but 
mainly we picked some of the more popular ones.” 

Who knows: There may even be a sing-along in the 
mix. It may be your turn to be a backup singer! @&

offering in the Hamptons, and many provide 
beautiful background music that sets the mood the 
evening. Then there’s Cabaret at Claude’s, featuring 
Russian piano prodigy Konstantin Soukhovestski. 
After the spectacular prix fixe dinner concludes, and 
desserts are passed out by waiters with various accents, 
the man of the hour steps onto the stage with all 
the powerful flamboyance of a peacock draped in 
Swarovski crystals. 

A hush falls over the dining room as Soukhovestski 
begins sharing his intriguing life story, beginning 
in Soviet Moscow with his family of artists. He then 
plays the classical French song “Clair de Lune,” which 
he points out most people only know from Ocean’s 
Eleven. His fingers glide across the white grand piano’s 
keys gracefully until the time comes for him to pounce 
on them like a fox catching its prey. 

The act continues like this for one glorious hour: 
story, song, story, song. Soukhovestski’s charming 
personality, interesting anecdotes and mastery of the 
ivories hold the audience in a trance, never once letting 
go until his standing ovation.

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Alexa Suess’ Jewel Heats Up in Greenport 


bove the raucousness of a summer day on Main 

Street in Greenport sits Alexa Suess’s art studio 
loft. The aesthetic of the place makes it feel like you’ve 
been transported 100 miles east to Brooklyn, but 
when you look out the windows, there are no 
hipsters in sight, just families walking the streets and 
eating ice cream. 

Suess, a graphic designer and metalsmith trained 
in New York, studied graphic design at the School of 
Visual Arts. Once she graduated, she found herself 
immersed in design work on the computer, something 
she loved but was also bothered by. 

“One of the reasons I started smithing,” Suess says, 
referring to her work with metal jewelry, “is because I 
can’t stand staring at the computer all day. So I needed 
something to balance it out.” 

Smithing, Suess says, is more of a science than an 
art. “Most of smithing is forging metal, forming metal 
into different shapes, a lot of filing, a lot of hammering, 
a lot of hands-on work.” 

The concept of working with her hands appealed 
to Suess, who subsequently started her own jewelry 
line called Common Ground Adornments. Most of her 
jewelry is made from heating gold and sterling. “I just 
love those metals—they’re easy to work with, they’re 
soft and pliable and manageable.” Suess also features 
stingray hide, bone, horsehair, lava stone and beach 
stone in many of her designs. 

She currently has jewelry on sale at the Orenda in 
Greenport and at several stores in Brooklyn. 

It seems like Suess would fit right in with the New 
York art scene, but she said she came back home to 
her native Greenport after college “because I love the 
water, I was born on the water. I felt like something 
was missing, so I came back and I don’t regret it at all.”

Even though she envisions expanding her jewelry 
line to cities across the country, she says she wants to 
stay in Greenport. “I would love to keep my home base 
here. I love the people here, I love the atmosphere; it’s 
really refreshing and inspiring.”

Besides, Suess says the East End art community 


has been a source of inspiration for her and is more 


welcoming than the environment she encountered 
in New York. “There’s a large community of artists 
that do so many different things,” she says. “We’re 
all open to collaboration and sharing ideas instead 
of competing. It’s about working with each other and 
working off of each other. We're tightly knit and have 
a better attitude.” 

There aren’t many fellow metalsmiths on the East 
End, perhaps because it seems intimidating at first, 
Suess speculates. “I started silversmithing with a 
créme brifilée torch,” she says with a laugh, but she’s 
hoping to change the way locals look at her work. 

Last summer, Suess started Intro to Silversmithing 
workshops and now leads them at the North Fork 
Art Collective. “We go through all the basics on how 
to work with fine metals and it gives people the 
confidence they need to see that it’s possible,” she says. 
The two-and-a-half-hour class teaches participants to 
make three sterling silver stacking rings that they can 
then customize. 

In addition to her Common Ground jewelry line, 
Suess also does custom work, most often for couples 
looking for wedding bands. “There’s something really 
nice about meeting a couple that just got engaged and 
working with them to make their wedding bands. I love 
that interaction,” she says. g 

Though she has found local success, Suess’s goal is 
to build her brand nationally and then internationally. 
“Tm very lucky to have a great team that I can trust to 
handle my affairs in the city so I can stay out here and 
keep myself happy, healthy and inspired.”

STRAWBERRY-RHUBARB CROUSTADA W/ 
ROSE-SCENTED CREME FRAICHE 
Crust: 
11/2 cups, plus 1 tablespoon, all-purpose flour 
3 tablespoons sugar 


1/2 teaspoon salt 


5 oz. (10 tablespoons), unsalted butter, cut into 1/2- 
inch cubes 


Filling: 

_ 4cups of chopped rhubarb 
_ 1cup halved strawberries

cinnamon. Drizzle in the butter and stir with a fork 
until the mixture is crumbly and all the flour is 
incorporated. Break up any large crumbs with your 
fingers. The crumbs should be smaller than one inch 
in size (otherwise they won’t cook all the way through). 


Egg wash: 
1 whole egg, whisked 


Rose cream: 
1 cup créme fraiche 
1/4 cup rose preserves 


1. Beat the créme fraiche in the bowl of an electric 
mixer on medium-high speed until it thickens. Add the 
preserves and whip until stiff peaks form. 


Crust: 

Combine first 3 ingredients in food processor and 
blend 5 seconds. Add butter. Using pulse key, blend 
until butter is reduced to pea-size pieces. Add 1/3 cup 
ice water. Use pulse key until dough comes together 
in moist clumps. Add water by the teaspoon if dough 
seems dry. Gather dough into a ball, wrap in plastic 
and flatten into a disc. Chill at least 1 hour. Dough can 
be refrigerated 1 day or frozen up to 1 month. 


Roll dough out on a lightly floured board into 
a 14-inch round, turning dough occassionally to 
prevent sticking. Transfer dough to a flat baking sheet, 
lined with a non-stick baking sheet. Chill dough until 
firm, about 15 minutes. 


Filling: 
In a medium bowl, combine rhubarb and strawberries 
with sugar, cornstach and vanilla, toss.

Priciest Montauk Sale in 2012 Is the Priciest of 2018 


R emember those halcyon days of 2012? Obama 
versus Romney? The Olympics in London? 
Superstorm Sandy? “Call Me Maybe?” Good times. 
In July of that year, the oceanfront property at 
240 Old Montauk Highway in Montauk closed for 
$10.5 million. There wasa fun 60s house—4,000 square 
feet, six bedrooms, four baths, with a 1,000-square- 
foot top floor master suite—a kidney-shaped pool (but 
of course) and a generous 2.2 acres of land, right next 
door to that nice Mr. DeNiro.

New Properties Breaking Ground in Southampton 


R echler Equity Partners had a_ ceremonial 
groundbreaking last month for its long-awaited 
redevelopment of the Canoe Place Inn, along the 
western side of the Shinnecock Canal in Hampton Bays. 
Also breaking ground was Rechler’s new townhouse 
development, called Hampton Boathouses, along the 
opposite side of the Canal.
